SHOW biG JUMP

Georgia jumped from twentieth to 
thirteenth place among all of the 
states in the union in exporting goods 
and commodities to foreign markets 
throughout the world, it is announced 
by the department of commerce. 

During the three months ended 
September 30, 1925, Georgia shipped 
;merchandise valued at $27,943,749 to 
foreign markets, it is shown by the 
report, which is for the third quarter 
of 1925. This figure, it is added, rep- 
resents a considerable increase over 
the preceding quarter—more than 
double the value of exports of April, 
May and June, during which period 
jexports from Georgia totaled $10,- 
1§94,692. 

The 1925 third month export value 


that for the same period in 1924, 

when &24,464,142 worth of exports 

left Georgia for other countries. The 

only other southern states to surpass 

Georgia were Texas, Louisiana and 

Virginia, the announcement says. 
Cotton Leads. 

Raw cotton continued to predom- 
inate among Georgia’s overseas ship- 
jments, with $19,628,514 worth of that 
iecommodity finding its way to foreign 
| importers during the three-month pe- 
jriod. Resin ranked second, with ex- 
ports amounting to $3.16 » 912, and 
was followed, in the order named, by 
turpentine, with a total of $2,098,- 
146: cotton manufactures, $1,690,- 
342: while machinery, leaf tobacco 
and wood and wood manufactures fol- 
lowed with negligible values. 

Total exports from the United 
States for the third quarter of 1920 
amounted to $1,116,.917,102. This is 
contrasted with $1,014,675,892 for the 
corresponding three-month period of 
1924. an increase in the 1920 term 
of more than $102,000,000 and with 
$1,069,915,075 for the second three 
months of 1925, reflecting an increase 
of more than $47,000,000, this latter 
difference representing somewhat sea- 
sonal fluctuations.

dently rejoiced,” read the charge.

Cards. 


Dr. Le Cour, delving in Cartha- 
genian ruins, says the ancients had 
a play similar to our card game.

The Cardmakers company was incor- 
porated in 1629, and as early as the 
reign of James I cards were taxed.

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CHAPTER XLV. 
Episcopal Parish Organized in 1847. 

In the year 1847 a small company 
of men met in the office of Colonel 
Richard Peters for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a parish of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. Colonel Peters was 
descended from men of England who 
bore escutcheons and coats of arms as 
“Defenders of the Faith,” and conse- 
quently was a loyal and devout ad- 
herent of the American church that in 
the revolution had divorced itself from 
its Anglican connection. Associated 
with him were such leading citizens as 
Dr. Angier, Sidney Root and Joseph 
Thompson, among others. 

They organized St. Philips parish 
and received from Samuel Mitchell the 
gift of the lot on the corner of Wash- 
ington and Hunter streets, on which 
the small parish church was erected. 
The grounds were afterwards added to 
by purchase and constitute the domain 
on which the present church and its 
other buildings stand. Under the fos- 
tering devotion’ of its founders and 
their families the parish grew steadily, 


‘and in the course of the years has 


come to be .one of the strong com- 
munions of the city. ‘ 
The first rector was the saintly 


Rev. John Hunt, who came from Phil-, 


adelphia upon the invitation of Colo- 
nel Peters, and remained for nearly 
fifty years as a citizen and church 
worker until his death. Other rectors 
succeeding him were a Rev. Zummer 
and Rev. Richard Johnson. The latter, 
when the war tocsin sounded, laid off 
his priestly robes and put on the uni- 
form of camp and battle. He served as 
chaplain with the famous Wade 
Hampton legion, caring for the spir- 
itual and physical welfare of the 
valiant men who rode behind the 
knightly Hampton. Chaplain Johnson 
died in Atlanta after the end of hos- 
tilities, 

The present St. Philip's chureh is 
the third and longest-lived of the edi- 
fices that the parish has owned. The 
church was not destroyed when At- 
lanta was burned by Sherman’s 
evacuating army, but a new one was 
erected after the war, and as the con- 
gregation grew was added to until it 
became a very commodious building. 
It was dedicated by Bishop Elliott un- 


j}der the directorship of Rev. C. W. 


Thomas. Under the leadership of the 
latter, the membership was increased 
rapidly, and when ill health forced 
his retirement the communicants were 
near to 400 in number. It is inter- 
esting to recall that in the equipment 
of the post-bellum church Major Gen- 
eral Meade, a military commander of 
this district, and his wife were con- 
stant attendants at St. Philip’s, and 
procured from their friends in Penn- 
sylvania several thousand dollars with 
which to purchase the pipe organ for 
the church. 

The next rector was Robert W. B. 
Elliott, son of the beloved Bishop F1- 
liott. He was a man of vigor and en- 
thusiasm, and brought to the congre- 
gation an earnest ‘and compelling 
eloquence. He also greatly advanced 
the number and character of the con- 
gregation, and his ability as preacher 


‘and administrator attracted wide at- 


tention throughout the country, so 
much so that he was soon called to 
be the missionary bishop of western 
He was consecrated as such 
in St. Philip’s church on a memorable 
day in 1874 when the consecrator was 
Bishop Alex C. Garrett, of the diocese 
of north Texas. A dist’. guished com- 
pany of Texans attended the consecra- 
tion, led by Lieutenant Governor 
Richard B. Hubbard, a native Geor- 
gian, who had become the second of- 
ficer of the Lone Star State. 

St. Philip's has had notable rectors 
in succession, among whom will be 
easily recalled Rev. Robert C. Fou, 
under whose administration the new 
present church building was project- 
ed. He was succeeded by Rev. J. J. 
Armstrong, who came from Richmond, 
Va., and was one of the most striking 
personalities that ever appeared 
among our citizens. .He had the air 
and attitude of a tragic actor: a voice 
in almost perfect elocution. 
and his gestures were graceful and 
appropriate to the subject of his 
speech. He walked with a_ distinet 
limp, and this gave to many people 
strong corroboration of a_ widely-cir- 
culated story that Dr. Armstrong was 
in fact John “Vilkes Booth, the slayer 
of President Abraham Lincoln, It 
was really believed by many people 
that Booth was not killed in Virginia, 
and that the body which was identi- 
fied as his was in fact that of a com- 
panion who resembled him in size 
and features. Before the evidence, 
however, the fiction that Armstrong 
was Booth soon evaporated. 

Following Dr. Armstrong were such 
popular clergymen as Holly, Funston, 
Tupper and Knight. Drs. Funston 
and Knight subsequently became bish- 
ops, and Dr. Tupper became the chap- 
lain of the new Federa] penitentiary 
when it was opened in Atlanta. 

St. Luke’s Episcopal church was 
founded by Bishop Charles T. Quin- 
tard, who was one of the distinguish- 
ed chaplains in the Confederate army7 
during the war. Through his inspira- 
tion the chureh busied itself during 
the struggle in ministering to the 
needs of the soldiers in the camp, the 
field and the hospitals. It was to this 
church that the body of Bishop and 
Lieutenant General Leonodus Polk 
was brought from the battlefield on 
Kennesaw mountain, where he fell in 
the midst of the conflict. It was the 
writer’s privilege to be one of the 
cadet detachment that stood vigil 
over his body while it lay in state in 
the chancel of the church. From 
thence it was taken to Raleigh, N. C.., 
for final interment. 

The chureh was destroyed in the 
holocaust of the city. but the congre- 
gation reorganized when peace re- 
turned, and rebuilt a larger and more 
imposing edifice at the corner of Wal- 
ton and Spring streets. At that time 
the name of the parish was changed 
to St. Stephens, but subsequently was 
changed back again to St. Luke’s. 
when the bishop of the diocese adopted 
the church as his_ pro-cathedrial. 
Shortly thereafter the location of the 
church was changed to the northeast 
corner of Houston and Pryor streets. 
where a more imposing pro-cathedria] 
was erected, but it,.in the course of 
years, became iradequate and a new 
and handsome brick  pro-cathedrial 
was built on a Peachtree street tor 
between Forrest avenue and Pine 
street, and in it the congregation now 
worships. ; 

More than two decades ago the new 
diocese of Atlanta was created, and 
the Rev. Dr. €. Kenlock Nelson, a 
native of Virginia, was called from 
Bethlehem, Pa., to become »ixhop of 
the new diocese Bishop Nelson was 
a man of initiative and energy, who 
had a passion for the formation of 
new parishes, and under his indefatig- 
able leadershi, the plants and per- 
sonnel of the Giocese promoted to re- 
markable degiees.

OXYGEN AND THE ARTERIES. 
Suboxidation, which means, not an 
inadequate amount of oxygen in the 
air we breathe nor inadequate breath- 
ing, but just failure t absorb and 
atilize enough oxygen in the combus- 
tion process of life, which docturs call 
metabolism, is in my opinio~ the most 
important cause of hardenin< of the 
arteries. High blood pressure may 
be a feature in arteriosclerosis or 
hardening of the arteries, but high 
blood pressure is one feature of vari- 
ous other disease conditions and is 
often noted when the arteries and 
héart are normal. Now let us see 
how suboxidation happens to be so 
popular. | 
One may live from one to four 
minutes without breathing, that is, 
life goes on for a time after oxygen- 
atior has ceased (about one-fifth of 
the volume of air taken into the lungs 
is pure oxygen). But the moment 
oxidation stops, that is, the slow 


rial as fuel in the body, life termi- 
nates. In fact that is life, the con- 
stant oxidation, combustion, burning 
of food fuel and tissue fuel to pro- 
vide energy, both fer voluntary mus- 
cular activities and for involuntary 
muscular activities such as contrac- 
tile action of the arteries in main- 
taining the circulation, the beating of 
the heart, the movements of the diges- 
tive organs. 

Occasionally nowadays we hear of 
phenomenal instances of restoring 
life by the injection of adrenalin 
shortly after the apparent cessation 
of life. ‘These tales are not credible 
to the mind of the physiologist. Still, 
the principle involved is arresting. 
Adrenalin is the internal secretion or 
hormone of the adrenal (also called 
supraenal) gland, one of the ductless 
glands, and this adrenal secretion 
serves the purpose in the body that 
ignition serves in a gasoline engine. 
Ignition alone, however, will not start 
the engine. Adrenaline medicinally 
administered or the natural hormone 
poured into the blood from the ad- 
renal gland will not restore life, when 
life has really ceased, though it does 
unquestionably stimulate the machin- 
ery of life to renewed activity when 
vitality fails and combustion sinks 
toward zero. 

One of the striking effects of ad- 
renalin is a rise in the blood pressure. 

Strychnin produces an_ increased 
adrenal secretion into the blood and 
a rise of blood pressure. 

Nicotin has a similar effect, but the 
effect of nicotin is evanescent com- 
pared with strychnin, and a marked 
diminution of adrenal secretion and a 
letting down in blood pressure soon 
follows the temporary excitement 
produced by nicotin, This after-de- 
pression probably explains the usual 
abuse of tobacco by excess. 

But probably the commonest form 
of suboxidation is the more or less 
constant state of impoverishment of 
the adrenal function by overeating. 

Overeating does not imply that the 
individual consumes an _ absolutely 
large amount of any kind or all kinds 
of food. It means rather that the in- 
dividual consumes more of certain 
food materials than he can burn with 
advantage or more than he does burn. 
In most instances it is not a question 
of too much food, but ratker a matter 
of neglect of exercise. 

I said in an earlier talk that no 
amount of deep breathing can increase 
the total of oxygen consumption. I 
say now that the simplest and best 
way to increase the absorption and 
utilization of oxygen, in short to in- 
sure normal oxidation, is a reasonable 
amount of exercise, general exercise, 
every day. ‘The average health’ dose 
for an adult is six miles of walking 
daily. This is probably the best medi- 
eine we have to keep down blood 


pressure or to reduce high blood pres- 
sure,

Faithfulness to Honor. 

Declaring that -it was necessary 
that the young generation in the south 
should know the truths of history 
as it affected their country, Judge 
Jenkins recapitulated the history of 
the United States prior to the seces- 
sion of the southern states, and clearly 
showed that it was in defense 
equal justice and of her own honor, 
pledged when she signed the Ameri- 
can constitution, that Georgia re- 
fused to accept injustice when offered 
her at the tip of a drawn sword. 

“Georgia knew no higher respon- 
sibility than faithfulness to the honor 
she had pledged,’ said the orator. 
“and it is well that our children, 
the children and grandchildren of 
these white-haired men who fought 
for that honor should know the truth 
of those days so long ago.” 

Judge Jenkins declared that, while 
the ideals for which the old south 
fought are not even today realized in 
full, vet if Georgia had accepted the 
dictates of the north, and had not 
resisted, freedom and liberty would 
not be known in. America today as 
they are. 

Following Judge Jenkins’ oration 
a musical program was given, and 
medals of honor were presented to 
the families of various veterans who 
have died.

Miss Lud- 
ington proved to be a brilliant speak- 
er and more than lived up to her repu- 
tation, 

The first five years of suffrage have 
amply justified the enfranchisement 
of women, according to Miss Luding- 
ton. Among the constructive achieve- 
ments, she cited the nation-wide ef- 
forts on the part of women to fit them- 
selves for citizenship, their influence 
in making war unpoplar as a means of 
settling international disputes, and 
their influence in getting out the yote 
at election time. 

Constructive Results. 

Some people have expected too much 
from woman suffrage, Miss Ludington 
says, and the standards: of judgment 
which they set up are shallow. In 
proof of her statement, she explained 
that some complain “that women have 
not revolutionized things; they have 
not eliminated corruption, or stopped 
the crime wave or put an army of 
women into office.’ As to the num- 
ber of women in office, women as a 
whole, Miss Ludington believes, ‘“‘pre- 
fer to see only well-qualified women 
run, and have been willing to go slow 
about it.” 

Asked to point out some of the con- 
structive results of woman suffrage, 
Miss Ludington named the following 
three: Women have organized on a 
nation-wide scale to fit themselves for 
voting citizenship. ‘This is in her 
opinion a “unique development in de- 
mocracy and should be put down on 
the credit side of the balance.” The 
League of Women Voters is organiz- 


ed in 44 states, the District of Colum- 
bia and Hawaii. It has developed 
methods and technique, she said, which 
have been widely copied by other or- 
ganizations. While it reaches direct- 
ly only a minority of women voters, 
“its waves of influence spread far.” : 
Getting Out the Vote. 

Getting out the vote at election time 
was set up by the women as a dis- 
tinct part of their program of action 
for the first election they participated 
in, the presidential election éf 1920. 
Through their efforts, Miss Luding- 
ton said, “the tide of 
about using the vote was stemmed. 
The percentage of voting citizens to 
population had been decreasing for a 
quarter of a century and by that cam- 
paign the tide was turned and there 
was a slight increase in the propor- 
tion.”

Attorneys from Lowisville, Ky., met 
Tuesday with representatives of the 


state of Georgia in the attorney gen- 
eral’s office, in an effort to advance 
a settlement of the dispute between 
the two states as to which shall col- 
lect inheritance taxes due from the 
estate of the late T. J. Flournoy, Rock- 
rart banker and cement manufac- 
turer. 

Kentucky is claiming that Mr. 
Flournoy was a citized of that state 
and that they are, therefore, due 
the inheritance taxes which amount, 
under the Kentucky law, to approxi- 
mately $65,000. Georgia, on the other 
hand, claims that he was a eitizen 
of this state, and that about $48,000 
is due Georgia as inheritance taxes. 
These is also, it is understood, about 
$150,000 in back ad valorem taxes 
which have not been paid to the state. 

In support of its claims, Kentucky 
has advanced an application sent by 
Mr. Flournoy to Washington for a 
United States passport, in whieh he 
stated that he was a citizen f£ Ken- 
tuckv, Georgia, however, has _ pro- 
duced affidavits for 10 years before 
Mr. Flournoy's death in which he de- 
clares himself to be a Georgia citizen, 
in reports to the Federal Reserve bank 
concerning the Rockmart bana of 
which he was a director.

The geysers of the Yellowstone re- 
mind us of the time when this region 
was a scene of mighty explosions of 
voleanoes. Then clouds of broken 
rock were sent up instead of hot 
water, and lava poured down upon 
the region around. 

Remains of lava-made rocks are to 
be found today, and many of them 
have strange forms. Worn by winds 
and rains, these rocks seem to look 
like things of which men speak. One 
of these rocks has been named the 
“Devil's Hoof,” because the top of it 
looks like the cloven hoof of a beast.

New York, January 19.—Despite 
a rate of 4 per cent on call money 
at noon against the opening renewal 
rate of 4 1-2 per cent, the stock mar- 
ket continued irregular with one large 
trader on the stock exchange floor 
buying and another in some other 
crowd selling heavily. The best bank- 
ers in Wall street expect the stock 
market to continue two-sided until 
the period of normal after holiday 
slowing down in general trade is 
ended.

‘caution and conservatism. One of the

‘On Broker Loans 


To Be Announced 


New York, January 19.—(/)—Offi- 
cial figures on the volume of brokers’ 
loans, accepted by the = financial 
world as one of the best guides to 
credit conditions underlying the stock 
market, will be furnished to the pub- 
lie for the first time from two sources 


—the Federal Reserve bank of New 
York and the New York Stock ex- 
change—as the result of action takep 
by both institutions today. 

The first move to compile . these 
figures was taken by the Federal 
Reserve bayk at the instance of Gov- 
ernor Crissinger, of the reserve board, 
which called upon it 61 member 
banks in New York to report each 
week the amount of their call and time 
lonns to brokers. ‘The figures will 


be published in the weekly statements, 


of the bank. 

This announcement was quickly 
followed by a meeting of the govern- 
ing committee of the New York Stock 
exchange, which coted to call upon 
members of the exchange for reports 
on outstanding time and call loans 
on the last business day of each 
month. These statistics also will be 
made public, but it was pointed out 
that they would not coincide with the 
federal reserve figures, because many 
brokers obtain loans from foreign 
banks and corporations with large 
amounts of surplus funds. 

The compilation of official-data on 
brokerage loans has long been agi- 
tated in the financial district, but un- 
til today the stock exchange had de- 
clined to assemble the information, 
although it frowned on private esti- 
mates. The latest unofficial] estimate 
placed the total at $2,500.000,000, as 
compared with the reeard high level 
of $2,.800,000,000 reported last No- 
vember.
